REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The Bicentennial year — 1976 — was a landmark year for 
the Town of Mont Vernon. 

Most significant was the final acquisition of the Lamson 
Farm. Thanks to the generosity of the Lamson family, the 310 
acres of woods and fields and the historic Lamson homestead 
will be open to the perpetual use and enjoyment of all of us. 

The reconstruction of Main Street was completed amid 
mixed feelings. The project’s goals — to provide better 
drainage, ease the salt problem, and remove many of the 
traffic hazards in the village — has undoubtedly changed the 
town, hopefully for the better. 

There were many personnel changes during the year. We 
lost a dedicated and capable Selectman when Charlie Puckette 
moved to Nashua. Our appointment of Bryant Ricker as his 
replacement has proven to be an excellent choice. 

The death of Harold Stroncer saddened all of us. Morton 
Darling has been his excellent replacement as Building 
Inspector. 

Frank Blanchard retired as Postmaster after many years of 
faithful and friendly service. His replacement, as yet unnamed, 
will be appointed soon. 

Ozzie Williams retired as Police Chief, bringing another era 
of fine service to an end. His replacement, Buddy Garnett, has 
been finding the job a demanding and challenging one. 

The major problem facing town government is the cost of 
providing the services needed. As the town continues to grow 
and inflation raises the cost of nearly everything, taxes 
inevitably climb. Revenues, too, have increased with the 
addition of taxable property, but unfortunately, not as rapidly 
as costs. 

During 1976, the Selectmen authorized the Police Depart- 
ment to exceed its budget because of the increasing problems 
with crimes and to provide the town with on-call coverage 24 
hours a day, 7 days a week. We believe that residents need 
and deserve the kind of protection thus provided, and we have 
proposed a budget for 1977 that will continue his coverage. 

The highway department grader broke down during the 
year and should be repaired or replaced. This item in the 
warrant calls for some serious thought. 

Along with this consideration, is a proposed highway 
budget to bring our roads up to better condition. Letting the 


roads continue to deteriorate over the years may ultimately 
prove more expensive. 

On the brighter side for 1976 cost, we were able to avoid a 
complete re-evaluation of the town at a cost of thousands of 
dollars. Also, our Road Agent, Garth Witty, was able to 
acquire three army trucks at no cost, thanks to a tip from Bob 
Ligon. 

Another major question placed before voters will be for the 
renovation of the Town Hall first floor to provide additional 
office space for increased town services. 

On these questions and many others involving not only 
expenditures but questions which need to be discussed and 
acted upon, the Selectmen feel that the voters deserve the 
opportunity to make their own choices at Town Meeting. 

As Selectmen, we do not necessarily favor every item 
included, but, rather, feel it is important to give you a vote in 
these questions. 

Your participation in the affairs of Mont Vernon is needed 
and appreciated. You can add immeasureably to the well-being 
of the town by giving of your time and energy, not only at 
Town Meeting, but by joining in the many projects and 
activities that are in progress.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Mont Vernon on Tuesday, the eighth day of March, next at 
10:00 of the clock in the forenoon; to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 

2. To see if the Town will vote to amend its Zoning Or- 
dinance to include Wetland Zoning Regulations proposed by 
the Planning Board on February 1, 1977, to be effective on 
passage on March 8, 1977. 

3. To see if the Town will vote to rescind the Mont Vernon 
Building Code dated March 7, 1972, and adopt ‘“‘The BOCA 
Basic Building Code, Sixth Edition, 1975’’, as published by the 
Building Officials and Code Administrators International, Inc. 
as the Building Code of the Town, with the additions, in- 
sertions, deletions and changes prescribed in Section 2 of this 
Ordinance, to be effective on March 8, 1977. 

Action on succeeding articles will be deferred until 7:30 
p.m. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $13,500 and appropriate the sum of $6,500 from 
Revenue Sharing to renovate the first floor of the Town Hall for 
use as office space and meeting room. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2000 for the purchase of Town Office equipment. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $250 for microfilming Town records, and authorize the 
Selectmen to microfilm records in accordance with R.S.A. 33- 
A:5. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3500 to repair the Town Hall clock tower. 
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9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1000 to complete the long range planning and the 
development of a Master Plan. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $50,000 to replace the Highway Department grader or 
take action relative thereto. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $5500 for the purchase of a Highway Department 
sander. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2400 for the installation of hoists and dump bodies on 
two of the Highway Department trucks. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1800 for the installation of a plow frame and ram on one 
of the Highway Department trucks. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 1952 GMC ex- 
Army, 2000 gallon, tank truck and raise and appropriate $3200 
to equip same. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $800 for the purchase of a radio for the Fire Department. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $425 for the purchase of a Police Department radio on 
matching funds (Total cost $1580). 

17. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same.

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TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS REPORT 


Through the generosity of Dr. and Mrs. George 
Skenderian, the Trustees were enabled to assist with medical 
aid to several townspeople as needed during the year, 
(Skenderian Public Health Trust) and also to provide four 
scholarships for Mont Vernon students entering college. 
(Trust #2) 

During the year two new Trusts were established, again 
through the generosity of Dr. and Mrs. Skenderian. They will 
be known as Trust #3 and Trust #4. 

Trust #3 is for the benefit of the Mont Vernon Fire 
Department, “‘...for items that are either not provided for in 
annual Town appropriations or in the alternative are 
inadequately provided for in annual Town appropriations.” 
The portion allocated each year for expenditure, “...shall be 
expended in such manner as the Mont Vernon Fire Wards 
shall specify, provided however, that such purpose and/or 
object shall be approved by a majority vote of the members of 
the Mont Vernon Fire Department”’ and a copy of such vote 
together with the written order of the Fire Chief will make up 
the request to the Trustees for the funds. 

Trust #4 will provide “‘...funds on an incentive basis for the 
care and improvement of Public Lands within the Town of 
Mont Vernon.” The funds are to be used by the “‘Conservation 
Commission, Recreation Commission and/or other commis- 
sions charged with the care, use and improvement of public 
lands within the Town of Mont Vernon’’ and will provide, 
‘for the care, use and improvement of Public Lands, in- 
cluding aid in the construction of or the total cost of 
construction of recreation facilities on such lands, which the 
said Commissions deem to serve the best interests of the 
inhabitants of the Town of Mont Vernon, provided however, 
that if in any fiscal year the Town of Mont Vernon fails to 
vote and appropriate the sum of Two Hundred Fifty Dollars 
($250.00) for use by these Commissions and/or Committees, 
the interest earned for that fiscal year shall not be dis- 
bursed....but shall be added to the capital account.” 

The Trustees have been notified recently that Trust #5 
from the Skenderian Family is now in the process of being 
established and will provide further funds for scholarships for 
Mont Vernon residents. 

The Trustees on behalf of the townspeople, would like to 
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express: their appreciation to Dr. and Mrs. Skenderian and 
their family for their thoughtfulness and generosity in 


establishing all of these funds.

Since its beginning in 1893, the State Forestry Depart- 
ment has recognized the fact that forest fire prevention and 
suppression is a joint state and town or city responsibility. 
Local authorities recommend names of persons to the State 
Forester, who appoints one person as town or city fire 
warden el several other persons as town or city deputy fire 
wardens to a three year term. 


The local forest fire warden controls the kindling of all 
outside fires, when the ground is not covered with snow, by 
issuing a written permit for kindling a fire. Permits are only 
issued at such times and in such places as the fire warden 
deems as safe. 


The State Forest Fire Service trains the local forest fire 
organization in modern forest fire prevention and suppres- 
sion tactics. The State also provides backup personnel and 
equipment for suppression and prevention activities. 


The combination of State and local forces has resulted in 
one of the smallest acreage loss due to forest fires in the 
United States for the past 20 years.

Your Daland Memorial Library in 1976 provided good 
services despite the increase in salaries dictated by minimum 
wage and the mounting cost of books and magazines. 

Thanks to the Milligan Fund a book depository was 
installed by the front door of the Library, leaving those with 
overdue books with no excuse. The Milligan Fund also paid for 
a sign to replace the one done in by a carefree driver. 

Once again the children from the McCollom School visited 
the library on Thursday afternoons and under the tutelage of 
Mrs. Pizzo, learned about the enjoyment that comes from 
frequent, selective reading. 

The trustees spent many hours weeding out old and little 
used volumes. These discards were sold at the American Stage 
Festival Flea Market in September at a booth manned by the 
trustees. 

It was a pity to learn in December that the relocated power 
lines would prohibit stringing holiday lights on the town tree, 
the magnificent spruce planted in the park by Mr. and Mrs. 
Francis Reagan many years ago. With the permission of the 
trustees, the library trees were lighted, making a pleasant but 
restrained display. 

The soaring prices of books allowed the library, in spite of 
a larger appropriation, to purchase fewer books; 85 adult 
fiction; 44 adult non-fiction; 53 junior fiction; and 7 junior 
non-fiction. 

Our thanks to the remains of the Friends of the Library, 
Mrs. Gladys Goodwin and Mrs. Elaine von Weber for their 
continued support. 

Patrons of the Daland Library will continue to enjoy the 
benefits of the Statewide Library Development Program such 
as visits by the Bookmobile and use of the Statewide Library 
Card only if the library can meet the State Library Commis- 
sion’s qualifications, a feat which requires money. Mont 
Vernon residents chip in about $1.80 per person toward the 
Library now. In 1977 if each taxpayer contributes a mere 
penny-a-day, the Daland Library will be able to surpass its 
present standards.

As the new chief of police I would like to thank all the 
people who helped me to get organized. I wish to thank the 
selectmen and the former chief, Oswald Williams for their 
help.

There 
were numerous dog complaints. The town pays out money 
yearly for the damage done to livestock by dogs. I wish to 
bring to the attention of the townspeople that their coopera- 
tion on these matters can save the town money. We have also 
had manpower enough to check the residences of people while 
they are out of town. 

Some of our officers are also taking advantage of free 
seminars on police related subjects whenever possible.

RESCUE SQUAD 


The year 1976 was a busy year for the squad. We 
responded to twenty-eight ambulance calls in Mont Vernon. 
Twenty-six people were transported and a total of thirty-four 
people were treated. In addition to the Mont Vernon calls the 
squad answered a total of two hundred and seventy calls in 
Amherst, thus enabling us to maintain our proficiency. Some 
members of the squad took a course in auto extrication as 
approved by Dept. of Transportation. Also some members 
took an eighteen hour course in cardiopulmonary resuscitation 
and are now certified in that field. This is in keeping with the 
policy of continuing our education and training. 

The new radio equipment arrived and has been put to good 
use. These give us a great deal more mobility. All members 
can receive calls at any time of day or night, at any location. 

The squad was sorry that several members had to resign 
for reasons of health. The squad is looking for new members. 
If you are interested in joining us, please call Ray Donahue 
673-4083 or Barbara Ricker 673-6684. We would be happy to 
meet with you. 

We would like to take the opportunity to thank the Mont 
Vernon Police Dept. for both their assistance and cooperation 
during the preceding year. They made our job easier and 
enabled us to give better care to our patients. We also want to 
thank the Milford Rotary for their donation of blood pressure 
cuffs, stethoscopes and portable oxygen. Each member now 
carries these items with them. 

Anyone with a known medical condition may call us in 
advance so that we may alert the squad to the potential 
problem. We will continue with our policy of having blood 
pressure clinics here in town. We will continue to serve you in 
any way we can.

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REPORT OF ROAD AGENT 


The following is a summarized report of the highway 
department from September 22 to December 31. 

After taking over as Road Agent the town was able to 
acquire three (3) two and one-half ton trucks from the U.S. 
Government at no cost to the town. In order to make use of 
these trucks we had to spend $400.00 each for batteries, cabs, 
lights, etc. One plow frame was modified for one truck, No. 2 
truck was rigged for salting, and No. 3 is parked until spring. 

Summer Maintenance. Under summer maintenance we were 
able to grade and rake all the dirt roads, at $70.00 per mile, 
culverts were cleaned and some brush was cut on Lamson 
Road. 

Winter Maintenance. Salt was purchased and put into the 
barn at the dump. Roads were plowed, salted and sanded. 

Tarring. The roads that were tarred were: Mason, Old 
Amherst to Hillcrest, Carleton, Grand Hill, Purgatory, Old 
Wilton, part of Old Milford, and part of Hutchinson, at a cost of 
$1700.00 per mile. 

T.R.A. No work was done due to cold weather, work is 
scheduled to start June 1, 1977 on Purgatory Road. 

Duncan Fund. Money from the Duncan Fund was used to 
replace culverts on Tater Street from Harkey’s to Route 13, 
ditching and patching is to be completed in the spring. 

In closing I wish to thank Mr. Richard Crocker of Amherst 
for his help, the people who worked for me, the selectmen, and 
the Townspeople for giving me a chance to serve.

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DUMP REPORT 1976 


The operation of the Town’s dumping facility this year has 
been generally successful. After our initial false start last spring, 
and a few subsequent “‘down-days”’ the system has run quite 
smoothly due largely to the patience and cooperation of most of 
the citizens of Mont Vernon. 

Of the difficulties experienced so far the one that seems 
greatest is the continued dumping of household refuse in the 
stump area. This area has been set aside for stumps, brush and 
leaves, and construction waste only. When household refuse is 
dumped there, dogs scatter it making removal by hand impossible 
as well as providing a breeding area for rats and flies. The only 
way for the Town to dispose of this material that has been illegally 
dumped is to burn it and later bulldoze the remains over the edge. 
Aside from this burning being illegal by state law, the town is 
spending money maintaining two facilities. 

Another problem is the lack of control over the seperation of 
legally burnable material within the stump area. Of the material 
allowed within this area the items that may be burned are brush, 
leaves, and scrap lumber. No other materials may legally be 
burned. Since the Town’s bulldozer was not operational this year it 
cost roughly $100 each time a contractor was called to doze this 
area for us (which accounts, in part, for the increase in operational 
costs in this year’s proposed budget). If those who used this part 
of the facility would consolidate the burnable material, when 
dumped, instead of scattering it as it has been done in the past, 
then it might serve to decrease our need for bulldozings. 

Of great concern and disappointment to us all are the senseless 
acts of vandalism at the dump. Approximately $750 in deliberate 
damage to the fencing was incurred during the Christmas and New 
Year holidays. We encourage anyone who knows or sees such acts 
taking place to bring it to the attention of our Police or Board of 
Selectmen. 

New Mont Vernon dumping permit stickers along with a cover 
letter explaining the rules of operation of the dumping facility will 
soon be issued. The reason for the stickers is to ensure that those 
who use our facility are those that pay for it through their taxes 
and not someone living in an adjoining town. 

The Selectmen named a recycling study committee late in the 
summer to gather information regarding the possibility of re- 
cycling on a town wide basis in hope of defraying some of our 
operational costs. Their preliminary findings are given elsewhere 
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in this town report. Our appreciation to Roberta Wilkins, Sally 
Rorabacher, Martha Trundy, Mark Wilson, and Peter Ecklund for 
their service to the Town.

REPORT FROM THE SOUHEGAN 
REGIONAL LANDFILL DISTRICT 


The regional landfill site located in Amherst on Route 101, 
began operation for Amherst residents on -November 1, 1975. 
The new system opened in Brookline and Hollis in March of 
1976, in Mont Vernon in April 1976. 

For Amherst residents, the mechanics of “‘going to the 
dump’”’ have changed very little. The residents of the three 
sending towns, however, must bag their refuse and carry it 
across a platform to dump into the hoppers. The District 
Committee appreciates the cooperation of the Selectmen and 
the residents of the sending towns who have helped make 
possible an efficient operation which has allowed the District 
to complete its first year budget in the black. 

The first year was not void of operational and technical 
problems. Because our regional approach is the first in New 
Hampshire and perhaps in the nation, we have often had to 
work extra time in areas of government where there are no 
precedents. And then, on a more quotidian level, we had a few 
instances of vandalism, at both the landfill and collection 
sites, although less than could have reasonably been expected. 
Hollis and Brookline experienced fires in the compactor 
trailers, which were controlled by the respective fire depart- 
ments without extensive damage to the equipment. We have 
had some theft of accessories from our equipment. 

Now, more than ever before, it is apparent that the District 
Committee, the Selectmen and residents of the member towns 
should be concerned with the problems of recycling. At the 
present time, the member towns on a voluntary basis, are 
recycling newsprint, tires and large metal items. With trans- 
portation being the major cost factor, the District Commit- 
tee’s first thought is that recycling projects initiate at the 
respective member towns disposal sites. All recommendations 
relating to the collection and profitable dispersement of 
recyclable materials will be considered by the District Com- 
mittee. 
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RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


Mont Vernon’s Recycling Committee was appointed by the 
Selectmen this Fall to see if recycling — the collection and sale 
for reuse of reclaimable materials in the Town’s refuse — is 
financially practical for Mont Vernon. The Committee has 
collected some preliminary figures which indicate recycling 
may indeed be financially, and otherwise, advantageous to the 
Town. 

A University of N.H. study of a recycling program in a 
small N.H. town the size of Mont Vernon found that approxi- 
mately 50% of the trash now thrown away is reclaimable. 
Further study figures give the basis by which to estimate the 
value/tonnage return for our population. Estimates are, 
according to current market prices, that as much as $3,000 
could be realized from our trash per year. An added savings 
would be the possible decrease in the hauling now required to 
the Amherst landfill. With total town recycling, further 
savings of about $1,300 would be realized by reducing by half 
the number of trips to the landfill. 

The committee is presently studying local methods of 
recycling and the costs involved. The $4,000 gross annual gain 
estimated above for Mont Vernon appears to be more than 
adequate to cover operating expenses and to amortize capital 
outlay for a system appropriate for our small town. During the 
coming year the Committee will prepare a proposal for 
recycling for the Town’s consideration in 1978. The Recycling 
Committee welcomes suggestions, comments and ideas from 
interested townspeople. 

One other finding of this young Committee is that the 
future looks bright for towns doing or considering recycling. 
Reclaimable materials become more valuable as energy costs 
soar and our non-renewable resources rapidly become scarce.

We wish to express our thanks to the family of Arthur 
Hazen for their thoughtfulness and generosity. Any additional 
contribution to perpetuate the fund would be appreciated. 

Vernon Wilkins is continuing our Timber Stand Improve- 
ment Program at Purgatory Falls. This is a federally funded 
program from which we get a portion of our operating capital. 

In April, Jennifer Wilson was appointed representative to 
the Lamson Farm Committee. This is an ongoing way of 
sharing goals and ideas. 

Bob Wilkins, co-chairman of the Lamson Farm Committee, 
spoke at our December meeting on the future management 
possibilities of the Lamson Farm. 

We have expressed our concern to the selectmen and road 
agent about the increasing use of road salt. The Conservation 
Commission urges the selectmen to study the use and storage 
of salt in town, with the objective of bringing salt use in future 
years to an absolute minimum. 

The Commission has received many requests for copies of 
the 1975 tax impact study done by Adele Wassell and Jan 
Havinga. We have supplied copies to interested groups. There 
is a 1976 supplement to the study available at the library. 

A parcel of town owned land, the 115 acre Hebert lot, is 
landlocked. The Conservation Commission has been trying to 
acquire an easement or right of way making the property 
available for public use. 

After 3 years of not asking for an operating budget, we are 
requesting $500.00 to cover the cost of possible fees connected 
with the Hebert lot or any other property that may be made 
available.

PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


During the past year, Martha Trundy and Bruce Tower 
were appointed to the Planning Board. With the resignation of 
Arthur McKew, Roy Thomsen was elected Chairman. Other 
new officers are Bruce Tower, Vice Chairman, and Linda 
Foster, Secretary. 

Because of the increase in mailing costs, the board voted in 
August to increase its fees. The new fees are: 

$10.00 each subdivision application 

$2.00 each lot 

$5.00 miscellaneous business (lot line changes on already 
approved lots, etc.) 

This increase will help to defray the cost of mailing for 
abutters’ hearings and other official business. 

During 1976, the Planning Board has attempted to address 
the problems of our growing community in a positive and 
resourceful way. In November, 1976, the members voted 
unanimously to adopt N.H. R.S.A. 36:21. This statute enables 
the Planning Board to consider subdivisions on grounds other 
than the purely physical layout of the site. The Board can now 
legally include the total impact which the subdivision may 
have on the community (roads, schools, fire protection, etc.) in 
its decision to approve or disapprove. A total of 20 new lots 
were approved during the year. 

The Planning Board believes that a well designed and 
implemented Master Plan will be the most important tool in 
designing Mont Vernon’s future. To date $282.34 has been 
spent of the $2,880.00 appropriated for this task at the tast 
Town Meeting. With the help of Duncan McGowan, Nashua 
Regional Planning Commission, Bob O’Halloran, Master Plan 
Committee Chairman, and numerous volunteers, we have 
made considerable progress. Many of the technical tasks are 
already finished. Many maps have been completed including 
those concerning current land use, wetlands, slope, community 
and recreational facilities, subdivisions, and density. Other 
information compiled concerns our population growth, our 
sewerage and water problems, and our roads, their present 
condition and future problems. 

The Board has prepared and brought before the 1977 Town 
Meeting a Wetlands Zoning Ordinance. This ordinance, if 
adopted, will be an important factor in protecting the environ- 
mental quality of our town. The proposal can also be 
considered part of a Master Plan. 
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The Planning Board will be asking for more of your help. 
What would you like to see in Mont Vernon’s future? What 
are your goals for your community? How can these goals be 
implemental? These questions can only be answered through 
discussion. We need your ideas. Please participate: be a part 
of the planning process. The Planning Board meets on the 
fourth Monday of each month at 8 p.m. in the Town Hall.

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REPORT OF THE LAMSON FARM COMMITTEE 


This being the bicentennial year it was most appropriate 
that on February 26, 1976 the town of Mont Vernon received 
ownership of the 318 acre Lamson Farm that had been in their 
family since 1735. The purchase was made possible by a grant 
from the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation in the amount of 
$99,510, $6,510 from the State of New Hampshire and a 
donation of $93,500 from the Lamson family. The only money 
expended by the town of Mont Vernon was the sum of $3,002.55 
for a land survey and two appraisals of the farm. 

On behalf of the town we would like to thank Mrs. William 
O. Lamson and Mr. and Mrs. Frank H. Lamson for their most 
generous gift to the town. Without the Lamson family donation 
our town would have had to raise $93,500 to purchase the farm. 
In keeping with the Lamson tradition of serving their town, a 
dream of protecting 318 acres of open space has come true for 
our town. 

Since the town has received ownership it has been the 
objective of our committee to develop a management plan for 
the farm. A warrant article submitted in this town report will 
allow voters the opportunity to establish a Lamson Farm Com- 
mission for the purpose of managing, conserving, overseeing, 
and preserving the premises known as the Lamson Farm. This 
Commission will consist of seven members appointed by the 
selectmen. One member from the Mont Vernon Historical 
Society, one from the Mont Vernon Conservation Commission, 
one from the Mont Vernon Recreation committee and four 
members-at-large who are residents. The establishment of this 
Commission is unique in that a bill has been drafted and will be 
presented to the New Hampshire State Legislature creating 
said Commission. This was done because no state statute exists 
allowing for the creation of a Commission like the proposed 
Lamson Farm Commission. 

Being concerned with the preservation of the farm buildings 
our committee contacted Linda Wilson from the Office of 
Historical Preservation and James Garvin, Assistant Director, 
of the New Hampshire Historical Society. Both toured the farm 
buildings and were enthused and impressed with the historical 
value and the sound structural condition of such an old house. 
Mr. Garvin commented that the farmhouse is in good condition 
in comparison to many houses restored at Strawbery Banke in 
Portsmouth. Both recommended that the trend today is to pre- 
serve what exists now rather than to restore to a certain period 
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of time. Thanks to both Linda Wilson and James Garvin our 
committee was better able to realize the historical importance 
of the Lamson buildings to the town of Mont Vernon. 

Any who read this report and own homes realize the ‘“‘joys”’ 
of home maintenance. So be it with the Lamson farm buildings. 
Our committee discovered that the kitchen chimney used to 
heat the farmhouse was in poor repair. This chimney was re- 
moved and replaced with a block chimney to the roof with 
bricks above for a cost of $630. With the aid of volunteer help a 
small roof was shingled that had been leaking. To pay for these 
improvements rent money from the farmhouse and a $350 
donation for hay cut on the farm were used. It is our com- 
mittee’s intention to keep its pledge to the town of being self- 
supporting without asking for appropriations from the town. 

Representatives of the Purgatory Falls Fish and Game Club 
and the Amherst Area Snow Runners (a local snowmobile club) 
met with our committee. We discussed whether or not the 
Lamson property should be posted against hunting and the use 
of motorized vehicles. It was felt that posting would not keep 
out “bad’’ hunters or careless or thoughtless snowmobilers. 
Instead we agreed that having hunters and snowmobilers police 
themselves was best. Both clubs agreed to assist our committee 
in policing, erecting signs and laying out snowmobile trails. 

In June of this year Sally and Darold Rorabacher resigned 
as co-chairpersons of our committee. Sally continues as a 
member with Darold retiring. Our committee would like to 
express a well deserved thank you to the Rorabachers for their 
diligent efforts, long nights, numerous meetings and 
correspondence. Without the donation by the Lamson family 
and the leadership of the Rorabachers our acquisition of the 
Lamson farm would not have become a reality. Two other 
competent townspeople left our committee, Jane Conant and 
Sam King. They were replaced by Jennifer Wilson and Charles 
Buckley. We also wish to thank Bryant Ricker who sat in on 
our meetings representing the selectmen.

Several programs were held and 
carried out in 1976. The Softball program which started in 
May ran two nights a week and was held for all age groups.

There were some 
movies shown at the start of the evening and a costume 
judging contest was held, after which the spinechilling 
hospitality of the Spookhouse was offered to anyone willing to 
chance it. For those who survived, there was cider and 
kingsize doughnuts. Carleton’s Memorial Pond was plowed and 
cleared for skating during the Christmas holidays. The 
Committee invested in four Coleman lanterns so night skating 
would be possible.

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MONT VERNON BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 


In the annals of American History Mont Vernon will go 
down as being a ‘‘Bicentennial Community’’. In the minds of 
most Mont Vernon residents it will not be long remembered. 

Due to the fact that we were appointed bicentennial co- 
chairman by the Selectmen in March 1976 we were unable to 
apply for funds from the federal government allocated for 
bicentennial purposes since the application time had passed. 

However, there was time to fill out a long form and have the 
town declared a bicentennial community. What did that mean? 
Simply that on May 20, 1976, we were presented with the of- 
ficial flag that flys on the pole at the town hall today, and that 
on May 22 the official scroll was delivered to the wagon train 
which carried it to Valley Forge, Penna. on July 4. All this is 
carefully documented and recorded for future generations. 
Hence the ‘‘annals of time’’ part! 

Back to the “long remembered”’ business. There were many 
in town who devoted long hours to research and spent many 
‘working hours’ on the few activities that did take place. 

The first two activities mentioned were part of a Bicen- 
tennial Week put on by the teachers and parents and, of course, 
children of the Mont Vernon schools. For those of you who 
didn’t see it... there was a very interesting display of Mont 
Vernon history presented. The dates were May 17 to 22. 

Mr. William E. Burns, of the N.H. Bicentennial Com- 
mission, and resident of Amherst, presented the flag to Charles 
Puckett, chairman of the Selectmen, at 12:30 May 20 at the 
town hall. A short parade of school children and teachers, 
accompanied by Jack Dwyer in his 18th century uniform 
carrying his Brown Bess, and four other members of the 
Dearborn Militia Company of N.H. in their colonial dress, 
preceded the ceremony. The Mash High School band furnished 
music and the famous Dearborn Co. batteau, winner of the 
Great Batteau race and survivor of the Arnold Expedition to 
Quebec the previous Fall, was on display. Speeches were short 
but appropriate. 

The town scrolls were in the Town Hall during the week and 
hundreds of children and older people signed them. On May 22 
we hitched up “‘Nippy’’, our Morgan mare, to our buggy and 
joined the wagon train just outside of Greenfield. After camp 
was made that evening at Greenfield State Park, the scrolls 
from surrounding towns were delivered to the wagon master 
and placed in the N.H. wagon to be carried to Valley Forge. 
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Mont Vernon’s scroll was wrapped in leather and tied with a 
leather thong. Looked very ‘‘bicentennial-ish’’. (Good thing it 
was, it was pouring rain at the time.) 

The final event of the year was to be a Bicentennial Field 
Day at the Lamson Farm on October 9. Two meetings of in- 
terested people from various organizations in town were held 
September 2 and 23. The Recreation Committee had a great 
schedule of fun and games; food booths and pony rides by the 
scout troops in town, a pet show, hay rides and a tour of the 
Lamson house, square dancing on the “‘green’’, Grange dinner, 
an 18th century encampment to be set up by Dearborn Com- 
pany (of which we are members, as you have probably guessed) 
and a bonfire to finish off the festivities were planned. It was to 
have been a terrific day...one to be long-remembered! unfortu- 
nately we had a mini-hurricane on that day and got completely 
washed out--except for Dearborn Company which showed up 
‘“‘in force’, the house tour, which a handfull of hardy souls 
showed up for, and the Grange dinner which was held in the 
town hall. (Thank goodness!) A great disappointment to all of 
us who had spent many hours (and some expense) and we hope 
to those of you who had planned to come. It was too late in the 
year for a “‘rain-date’’...so all we can say of Mont Vernon’s 
Bicentennial Field Day is that it was a complete ‘“‘wash-out”’, or 
was it? Some of us will long remember it!

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POLICE STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Police Study Committee was appointed after Town 
Meeting last year to serve as an advisory committee to the 
Mont Vernon Police Department and to explore means to 
provide adequate police coverage at reasonable cost. 

The Police Study Committee, which also serves as the 
Town’s Highway Safety Agency in accordance with State 
requirements, consists of a Selectman, a School Board member, 
the Police Chief, Civil Defense Director, Ambulance Chief, and 
Road Agent, plus three members at large. 

The Police Department has been expanded to include the 
Police Chief and, at present, five officers. With this number of 
uniformed officers, the Department has been able to maintain 
24-hour on-call coverage. The Study Committee recommends 
that the town continue to maintain this coverage. 

The cost of such coverage is reasonable; however, costs are 
incurred when officers responded to a complaint or to an acci- 
dent. It is important to note that many of the costs of oper- 
ating the Department this past year have been absorbed by 
the officers themselves. 

Weekend patrols with some use of radar, have resulted in a 
noticeably reduced speed problem and a “‘visability”’ of the 
Police Department which has had a worthwhile effect, par- 
ticularly with juvenile problems. The Study Committee re- 
commends the continuation of inermittent patrols as a 
deterrent to many of the problems that residents have had 
cause to complain about. 

The use of radar during the past year has been through the 
courtesy of the Amherst Police Department; however, in order 
to continue to use radar, the Study Committee recommends the 
purchase of a ‘‘moving ”’ radar unit on Federal matching funds. 
The Town’s share will be $947.50 for the equipment. 

The Police Department report, printed here, indicates the 
kinds and numbers of problems experienced during the past 
year. Since mid-May, calls have averaged more than one per 
day. 

The Police Department budget, studied and recommended 
by the Study Committee, provides for continuation of police 
coverage at present levels, continuation of intermittent patrol, 
and acquisition of supplies and equipment needed recognizing 
that some of these last costs are “‘start-up”’ costs. 

In addition, warrant items are recommended for acquisition 
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of the “moving” radar unit on matching funds are noted above, 
and development of a secure Police Records Room upstairs in 
the Fire Station. 

Factors which will increase departmental activity include 
problems with unlicensed dogs, transportation to the Animal 
Shelter in Goffstown, additional State required record-keeping 
and related increase in administrative time, increased court 
activity, improper use of Town dump by certain resident: and, 
of course, an expected increase in the number of crimes which 
plague the area.

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REPORT OF THE TAX MAP COMMITTEE 
For the Year 1976 


During this past year, William C. Pizzo resigned from the 
committee due to the heavy pressures of his occupation. 
Kenneth H. Paradis, Jr. has consented to serve in Mr. Pizzo’s 
stead. 

The committee now has in its possession two sets of aerial 
photographs covering the entire town; one is to a scale of 1 inch 
= 660 feet and was taken in 1952, the other is to a scale of 1 inch 
= 396 feet and was taken in 1967. These are important 
references in locating stone bounds, fields, and other 
geographical features. Map revision cards and cross reference 
index cards were designed and sufficient quantities for this pro- 
ject were procured. 

An index map of the entire town was approximately 75% 
complete by year’s end, and will be finished by the middle of 
February 1977. This map is to a scale of 1 inch = 2000 feet and 
measures 24 inches by 36 inches. Additional copies of this map 
without title block will be obtained for the town for such 
possible uses as a zoning map, soils survey map, wetlands map, 
etc. 

The actual tax map will be drawn to a scale of 1 inch = 400 
feet and will occupy nine sheets measuring 24 inches by 36 
inches. Map forms have been designed and obtained and the 
work of tracing roads, ponds, and streams is approximately 
10% complete. This phase of the work will be complete by the 
first part of March 1977. The major task of plotting all 
property bounds can then commence as soon as the weather 
warms enough to permit working in the Town Hall. No 
problems in meeting the completion deadline of 31 December 
1979 are anticipated.

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MINUTES OF ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
March 2, 1976 


The Annual Town Meeting of Mont Vernon, N.H. was 
declared open at 10:00 a.m. on March 2, 1976 by Moderator 
Walter D. Kilian. Mr. Kilian read Article 1 of the Town 
Warrant and Articles 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5 of the School Warrant. At 
10:02 a.m. Moderator Kilian declared the polls open. 

At 7:30 p.m. Moderator Walter D. Kilian suspended action 
on Article 1 and called the meeting to order. Reverend Richard 
Tulip led the assembly in prayer and Mr. Kilian then led the 
assembly in the pledge of allegiance. 

Article 2: The motion was made by Selectman Charles M. 
Puckette, seconded by Selectman Lawrence H. Corbett, to 
authorize the Selectmen and Treasurer to borrow money in an- 
ticipation of taxes. There was no discussion. A voice vote was 
called. The motion passed unanimously. 

Article 3: The motion was made by Fire Chief Joseph G. 
Carleton, seconded by Don Cheever, to see if the Town will vote 
to increase the amount of the annual appropriation to the Fire 
Apparatus Capital Reserve Fund to $5,000. (Original amount of 
$1,500 voted at 1972 Town Meeting.) Mr. Carleton explained to 
the assembly the ages of all trucks and cited that Engine 1 
would be 20 years old in 1981. The cost of a new fire truck at 
this time, that they would be interested in purchasing, was 
approximately $38,000. Mr. Robert Naber moved, Barbara 
Ricker seconded that the motion be amended to read: ‘‘To see if 
the Town will vote to discontinue the fire department capital 
reserve fund and to expend the current reserves on a program of 
upgrading existing equipment including corrective main- 
tenance. Such a program to be under the direction of the fire 
wards.’’ Discussion followed regarding the ages of all fire 
trucks, what type of safety equipment, what kind of upgrad- 
ing would be done, etc. A voice vote was called on the amend- 
ment. The amendment was defeated. A standing vote was then 
called on the original motion. YES - 64, NO - 82 the motion was 
defeated. 

Article 4: Joseph Carleton moved, Don Cheever seconded, 
to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,200 for the purpose of purchasing a new fire truck radio. A 
voice vote was called. The motion was passed unanimously. 

Article 5: The motion was made by Mr. George D. Kit- 
tredge, Jr., seconded by Richard McNamara, to see if the Town 
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will vote to change the present name of the highway from the 
intersection at Route 13 and Brook Road at Archie’s Garage to 
the intersection at Kendall Hill Road at the Kilian residence 
from Tater Street to Skenderian Road. (By petition) Mr. Ted 
Foster moved to amend Article 5, seconded by William 
Morgan, from: ‘‘The intersection of Tater Street to the New 
Boston town line, the section of road northerly of Dr. Sken- 
derian’s residence known as ‘Joe English Hill Road’ to 
Skenderian Road. The amendment would read: To see if the 
Town will vote to change the present name of the highway from 
the intersection of Tater Street to the New Boston town line the 
section of road northerly of Dr. Skenderian’s residence known 
as “Joe English Hill Road’ to Skenderian Road. After a 
lengthy discussion, a voice vote was called on the amendment. 
The amendment was defeated. Further discussion on the origi- 
nal motion continued. At the request of more than six people, 
a vote by ballot and checklist was called for. YES - 66, NO - 
93. The motion was defeated. 

Article 6: The motion was made by Bryant Ricker, seconded 
by Charles Puckette, to table Article 6, as written. re: Regional 
Refuse District Agreement now existing among the towns of 
Mont Vernon, Amherst, Brookline and Hollis. (See 1975 Town 
Warrant) Mr. Ricker read the following: “‘The intent of the 
article for amendment is to establish a capital reserve fund and 
to set forth guidelines reducing considerably the possibility of 
their mismanagement by any future committee. 

However, the Department of Municipal Accounting for the 
State of New Hampshire is in disagreement with the district 
and their counsel as to the establishment of a capital reserve 
under RSA: 53B. 

The Souhegan Regional Landfill District Committee there- 
fore requests the townspeople of Mont Vernon to table this 
article as read, pending further clarification by the state and 
the possible amendment of RSA: 53B. A voice vote was called. 
The motion was adopted. 

Article 7: The motion was made by Selectman David W. 
Hayden, seconded by Mike Pasquarella, to see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,880 to undertake 
Long Range Planning to develop solutions to accommodate 
future growth in the town in ways which will reduce the costs to 
the town of new development, will preserve the small town 
character of Mont Vernon, and will reduce the impact of new 
development upon the environmental, scenic, and historic 
qualities of the town. Mr. Hayden explained to the assembly 
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the intent and purpose of this motion. Discussion followed with 
questions answered by Planning Board members and Mr. 
Hayden. A voice vote was called. The motion was adopted. 

Article 8: The motion was made by Selectman Lawrence H. 
Corbett, seconded by Charles Puckette, to see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,550 to provide for 
capital improvements at the dump to enable operation with the 
regional sanitary landfill. Mr. Corbett detailed the amounts as 
follows: fencing and signs - $2,800; hut for the dump custodian 
- $500; extermination - $250; road to be built - $9,000; He 
explained that the amount of $7,147 had already been expended 
on the roadway to get it ready for operation. Discussion 
followed. Mr. Kilian informed the assembly that in 1973 Town 
Meeting, Article 3 had been adopted - To join the Souhegan 
Regional Landfill District. A voice vote was called. The motion 
was adopted. 

Article 9: The motion was made by Charles Puckette, 
seconded by David Hayden, to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $900 to continue preparation of a 
Tax Map. A voice vote was called. The motion was adopted. 

Article 10: The motion was made by Charles Puckette, 
seconded by Leo Brideau, to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $500 for town office equipment. It 
was explained that this would be for a copy machine and work 
tables and chairs. A voice vote was called. The motion was 
adopted. 

Article 11: The motion was made by Leo Brideau, seconded 
by Doug King, to change the wording of Article 11, by deleting 
the words Francestown Turnpike, and substituting Town 
Roads. (To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$10,000 to be matched by the State, for the purpose of major 
construction work on the Francestown Turnpike.) Discussion 
followed concerning the reason why the change of the 
designation, cost per mile, what roads would be considered, etc. 
Mr. Lawrence Corbett read a letter from the Department of 
Public Works and Highways verifying the matching amount of 
$10,000 from the state. A standing vote was called on the 
amendment. YES - 83, NO - 62. The amendment was passed. 
The amended motion now reading, To see if the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate $10,000 to be matched by the State, for 
the purpose of major reconstruction work on Town Roads, was 
moved by Leo Brideau, seconded by Lawrence Corbett. A 
standing vote was called. YES - 77, NO - 66. The amended 
motion was adopted.

Article 12: The motion was made by David Hayden, 
seconded by Virginia Harcovitz, to see if the Town will vote to 
appropriate the sum of $2,300 from the Revenue Sharing Fund, 
to purchase radio equipment for the Mont Vernon Rescue 
Squad. Mr. Ray Donahue moved to amend the motion to read 
$2,372, seconded by Carol Donahue. Reason being - radio 
equipment had increased in price. A voice vote was called on 
the amendment. The amendment passed. A voice vote was then 
taken on the amended motion. It was passed unanimously . 

Article 13: The motion was made by Selectman David W. 
Hayden, seconded by Leo Brideau, to see if the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to purchase and 
originally equip a police cruiser. A lengthy discussion followed. 
Mr. Hayden answered the questions of the assembly. Many 
interested citizens questioned the cost of up-keep, where it 
would be garaged and how many more policemen would be 
needed. Mr. Hayden explained that this article would tie in 
with a budget line item concerning the police department. A 
standing vote was called. YES - 21, NO - 107. The motion was 
defeated. 

Article 14: The motion was made by Lawrence H. Corbett, 
seconded by Leo Brideau, to see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $27,000 to purchase and originally 
equip a truck with sander and plow for the Highway Depart- 
ment, to be financed by borrowing, or take any action relative 
thereto. Road Agent, Leo Brideau explained the breakdown as 
follows: Truck - $14,000; Sander - $4,563; Plow and Frame - 
$5,505; Hydraulic Equipment - $2,992; A long discussion 
followed. The motion was made by Leo Brideau, seconded by 
Frank Tower, to amend the article to read: To see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000, to purchase 
a sander, to be financed from the Revenue Sharing Fund. 
Further discussion followed. Mr. Robert Damoiseau moved, 
seconded by many, to move the question. i.e., No further 
discussion of the amendment. A voice vote was called. The 
motion to move the question was passed.

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REPORT OF THE 
MONT VERNON SCHOOL BOARD 


The educational programs that the students from Mont 
Vernon were involved in during the Bicentennial Year, just 
past, is a continuation of the solidly planned programs of recent 
years; improved upon through the efforts of the entire staff. 

Two very visible highlights of this past year were the 
moving student-conducted High School Graduation Exercises 
and the enjoyable family-centered Sixth Grade Graduation 
Supper. 

A team teaching approach in Grades V and VI was imple- 
mented, after considerable planning, staff preparation, and 
School Board approval, allowing students to benefit from 
having teachers assigned in the subject areas that they teach 
best. This approach also provides the students access to more 
than one principal teacher. This effort is in line with the 
program in the upper elementary grades in Milford and should 
give Mont Vernon students equivalent preparation and very 
similar experiences as they enter Junior High School. 

The Readiness Program continues to pay rich rewards in 
terms of individual student progress at appropriate levels. 

Dedicated and talented staff throughout the elementary 
schools have given much of themselves, and progress has been 
made in the past year in many areas. This same staff also 
continues to seek further improvements and the identification 
of potential problems before they become serious ones. Mr. 
Richard Finlaw, Elementary Principal, has actively kept the 
Board informed of the level of achievement of the students 
under his supervision. 

The adult volunteers continue to give of themselves for the 
benefit of the entire program in the schools. Thanks to them is 
extended again with hopes that more might take part in this 
very direct involvement in our school programs. 

Mrs. Phyllis Haughey is the new School District Clerk, 
replacing Mrs. Jo Ann Smith. The School Board thanks Mrs. 
Smith for her excellent past service which required numerous 
hours. 

A valid deed to the land previously presented to and ac- 
cepted by the District has finally been recorded. In addition, a 
correctly up-dated definition of the Village School property has 
been recorded. 

The Board has completed and is using the Policy Manual 
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that has been under development for several years. There are 
now written policy statements in all areas thought to require 
them. A copy of this document is available for public inspection 
at the Principal’s Office. 

The AREA Review Study Committee has been meeting to 
gather data for the Amherst and Milford School Boards on 
matters that affect the future of their educational 
organizations. Mont Vernon was invited to send two 
representatives to this Committee since Mont Vernon students 
would be affected by any changes that might take place. After 
considerable searching for interested volunteers, the Board 
appointed Mrs. Eileen Naber and Mr. Robert Damoiseau. 

The McCollom Building has been painted on the inside and 
outside. The inside was done as a budget item as a part of the 
recommended efforts of the School Study Committee Report. 
The outside was done as a gift from the Trustees of the Mc- 
Collom Institute, for which the Board, for the District, ex- 
presses deep appreciation. 

The Board would also like to take special note of the retire- 
ment of Mrs. Beulah Soule, who has given of herself in large 
measure to the students of Mont Vernon. 
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“The object of teaching is not so much to convey knowledge as 
it is to excite a determination in the child to acquire it for 
himself and to teach him how to go about acquiring it.”’

REAFFIRMING EXCELLENCE IN EDUCATION 
ADMINISTRATIVE REPORT 


The Challenge. The challenge to reaffirm excellence in 
education was set when the Superintendent of Schools for 
Supervisory Union 40 published Phase I and Phase II, 
Guidelines for Implementing an Instructional Program, in 1974 
and 1975 respectively. In an effort to support these 
‘‘Guidelines’”’ and interpret them to meet local educational 
needs the Mont Vernon School Board adopted its first long 
range plan to reaffirm excellence in the schools. This plan 
entitled Long Range Educational Goals, 1975-1980 is the 
hallmark of many hours of dedicated service provided by your 
school board and its administrative staff. Consequently, in this, 
my third annual report as the Superintendent of Schools, I 
respectfully submit to you such information regarding this 
plan, its objectives, and its developments. 

The Goal and Its Objectives. The desire to establish a 
working balance between “contemporary”’ educational theory 
and the more “‘traditional’’ modes of education which stress 
‘“‘basics’”’ has been the goal of professional educators for some 
time. This goal required that a working model be established 
which would realize the emphasis on “basic competencies’ 
while providing for their instruction through individualized 
learning and student self-determination. This required that 
several objectives be addressed: 

(1) Emphasis on furthering teacher competencies 

(2) Appointment of replacement staff who have both 
theoretical knowledge and sound educational expertise 

(3) Upgrading instructional support materials 

(4) Establishment of a full readiness program 

(5) Upgrading subject area programs 

(6) Development of a comprehensive diagnostic testing and 
evaluation program 
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(7) Accommodation of learners with special needs 

(8) Restructuring the intermediate grade 5/6 program 

(9) Development of a comprehensive progress reporting 
system 


These objectives are being met in the following 
manner: 

(1) Teacher competencies are being improved through the 
adoption of a Staff Development Plan and through funds made 
available in the school budget permitting faculty to become 
engaged in course work, conferences, workshops, and special 
projects at minimal cost. 

(2) As faculty vacancies have occurred, new staff have been 
hired on a basis of their theoretical knowledge as well as their 
teaching competency and educational experience. Selections 
have involved interviews at the Union level, local ad- 
ministrative level, with a selected team of teachers. 

(3) Instructional support materials have been upgraded 
through an expansion of audio-visual software and consumable 
instructional supplies. This provides the program with a varied 
selection of materials to supplement basic programs with more 
indepth experiences. 

(4) With the assistance of PREP, a Federally funded 
project, Readiness became a full time program in 1975. This 
program provides some children with a needed extra year of 
growth before entering grade 1, thereby helping to assure them 
of educational success throughout their school years. 

(5) Selected subject areas have been upgraded beginning 
with the math program in 1975. This past year, again with the 
assistance of a grant, the science program was upgraded with 
the adoption of COPES as supplementary to the regular 
science. English grammar and composition skills as well as 
study and research skills have also been upgraded this past 
year. This coming year the remedial reading program in grades 
R-3 will be studied and improved. 

(6) Diagnostic testing and evaluation have been improved 
with the use of the new edition of the Stanford Achievement 
Test and through the use of teacher-administered diagnostic 
evaluation devices. These have assisted in creating individually 
prescribed programs for specific students and have also guided 
the overall program in its development. 

(7) Special needs has been expanded, utilizing available 
staff, to not only assist children with ‘‘remedial’”’ needs, but to 
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provide those children with advanced potential the benefit of 
more individually guided instruction. This supplements the 
basic educational program with small group and individual 
assistance thereby helping children to achieve to their 
maximum potential. 

(8) The Grade 5/6 program has been restructured per- 
mitting students to benefit from the expertise of three teachers 
each day instead of one. The subject areas have been divided 
into blocks including (1) the English/reading/spelling block, (2) 
the math/science block, and (3) the social studies/study skills 
block. 

(9) The grade reporting system was redesigned in 1975. 
Progress Reports now do not just indicate progress marks. 
They do include information as to where the child is working: 
at, above, or below grade level. Interim Progress Reports are 
substituted in place of warnings. These are sent home at any 
time between regular marking periods telling the parents the 
most immediate progress of their child. These could be initiated 
by the parent as well as the school. 


The Results. They must be measured at two levels: (1) 
actual academic results, and (2) acceptance of the program. The 
latter will greatly affect the former in the final analysis. The 
major question is, how have the changes which have taken 
place and are now taking place affect the program? A statistical 
measure should be applied when looking at academic results. 
This measure utilizes the results of achievement testing done 
this year and in the past. The results show that for the first 
time in several years all classes tested this year are achieving at 
or above their present grade placement. A closer analysis of 
the present grade 6 shows that they have shown between 2.4 
and a 3.4 years growth in a two year period between grades 4 
and 6. This compared with analyses of other classes and past 
achievement scores tells us that the present program is pro- 
ducing positive gains. On this level the challenge has been met. 

Response to the Program is somewhat more difficult to 
measure. This involves the human factor - opinion. It involves 
both parental and student attitudes towards the school and 
learning. Yet, it is these very attitudes which can determine in 
large part, the success which a student will have. Working 
closely with students and talking with parents on a daily basis 
leads one to feel that there is a generally good feeling about 
what is happening in the schools. Both appear to feel that 
positive growth and learning is taking place. The challenge has 
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been met. 

In an overall analysis, it can be said that the present 
program is_ successful. The ‘‘contemporary’”’ and_ the 
“traditional”’ are being brought together in a working model 
which lends itself to excellence in education. 

Who Is Responsible. The responsibility for the development 
of a successful program should be placed at many levels. With 
the faculty it is a result of their dedication to their teaching and 
their participation on union level committees which work to 
improve the overall effect of learning. Some of these com- 
mittees are language arts, math, science, career education, staff 
development and more. It also involves the Curriculum Council 
which is composed of administrators and teachers from 
throughout the Union. 

This Council has been working diligently for two years to 
develop competency levels for grades 1-8, reviewing strategies 
for individualizing instruction, investigating curriculum guides 
and investigation innovative practices in learning. Another 
portion of the responsibility can be given to the administrative 
staff of the schools from the Superintendent to the Principal. 
The School Board is also most important in their role as the 
representatives of the citizenry. Yet, this only constitutes a 
small portion of those who are responsible. The community at 
large has provided the real impetus for success. Its continued 
support and vote of confidence over the past years have made it 
possible for this program to be accomplished. This support is 
warmly acknowledged. It is therefore with appreciation to you 
that this report is submitted.

ANNUAL MEETING 
March 11, 1976 


Moderator Walter Kilian called the meeting to order at 7:30 
p.m. in the Town Hall. Mr. Kilian gave an invocation and led 
the pledge to the flag. Robert Naber, School Board Chairman, 
introduced the following guests: 

Richard Finlaw - Principal, 

Mont Vernon Elementary School 
Jules D’Agostino - Superintendent, Union 40 
Marion Dube - Teacher Consultant, Union 40 
Ann Roberts - Secretary, Union 40 


Consideration of warrant articles began. 

Article I. Dave Lambarth moved that this Article relating 
to the salaries of District Officers be passed over and acted 
upon under Article V. Seconded by Robert Naber. Passed 
unanimously by voice vote. 

Article II. Robert Naber moved that the School Reports be 
accepted as printed. Cynthia Kilian seconded. Passed 
unanimously by voice. 

Article III. Betty Ryder moved that since no agents of 
committees are to be chosen we pass over this Article. Judith 
Corbett seconded. Passed unanimously by voice. 

Article IV. David Lambarth moved that the District 
authorize the School Board to make application for, accept, and 
expend on behalf of the District any or all grants or other funds 
for educational purposes which may now or hereafter be forth- 
coming from the: United States Government or from the 
State of New Hampshire or from any other source. Cynthia 
Kilian seconded. Passed unanimously by voice. 

Article V. Robert Naber moved that the sum of $402,806.00 
be raised and appropriated for the support of schools, for the 
payment of salaries for School District Officials and agents, 
and for the payment of statutory obligations of the District. 
David Lambarth seconded. 

The budget was discussed by series. Under the 200 series 
the School Board gave a detailed explanation of the formula for 
determining teachers’ salaries. Mr. Finlaw answered questions 
about the need for a full-time readiness program and explained 
studies made before it was instituted. There was much 
discussion about the need for the various part-time specialty 
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teachers and the additional teacher in grade 4. Mr. Naber 
explained the state guidelines tying the providing of these 
advantages to the receipt of state aid and read R.S.A.’s 
requiring some of these services. Mr. Naber stated that the 
District had received $35,668.00 in various types of state aid for 
1975-76. There was much discussion about library, audio- 
visuals, and teaching supply expenses. 

Increases in the 700 series reflect the recommendations of 
the 1975 School Study Committee and include the painting of 
the interior of the McCollom Building. The 1200 series shows 
re-equipping one classroom, further implementation of the 
study committee report, and other miscellaneous purchases. 

Under discussion of the 1400 series it was pointed out that 
current costs for tuition plus rental under the Area agreement 
with Milford are $1466.75 for a student at the junior high school 
and $1127.80 for a student at the senior high school. We have 
47 students at the junior high and 94 students at the senior 
high. 

Article V was passed unanimously by voice vote. 

Article VI. Roy Thomsen asked if studies had been made on 
the cost of providing secondary education within the District 
vs. paying tuition outside of the District. Mr. D’Agostino said 
that no specific study for Mont Vernon had been made, but that 
most educators agree that it is not usually economically 
feasible to run a high school with fewer than 100 in the 
graduating class. 

Mr. D’Agostino announced meetings in Milford on March 
17, April 3, and June 12 dealing with building plans and 
disposition of the Area Agreement with Amherst. He pointed 
out that decisions made at these meetings would affect Mont 
Vernon both educationally and economically. Mr. Naber stated 
that the current contract with Milford expires in June, 1978. 

Keith Pomeroy moved to appoint a School District Budget 
Committee consisting of at least seven (7) people to work in 
conjunction with the Town Budget Committee. 

The School District Moderator will appoint the members to 
this committee in time to act upon the 1977/78 School Budget, 
and they will make their report at the next Annual District 
School Meeting. This report will be published as part of the 
Annual Town and School Report. 

The committee will be in effect until discontinued by the 
vote of a School District meeting. 

Sue Damoiseau seconded. Passed unanimously by voice 
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vote. 
Roy Thomsen moved for adjournment. Eileen Naber 
seconded. Meeting adjourned at 8:55 p.m.
